Major Albert Keefe obbins, | 
formerly sergeant of the mounted 
squad of the Edmonton city police 
force, is mentioned in dispatches 
and has been awarded the D.S.O.

GOVT. WILL NOT

Following the meeting held in the 
civic block recently Mayor Henry 
promised to take steps en- 
deavor to obtain a supply of arms and 
ammunition for the home militia 
units in the city. He wrote to he 
premier on the subject, and in return 
has received the following communi- 
cation from the militia department: 

“Your letter of the 6 inst., address- 
ed to the Right Hon, Robert Borden, 
upon the subject of arms and equip- 
ment for use of the reserve militia, 
has been transferred to this depart- 


some to 


ment, and it is much regretted that 
arms are not available for these units. 
As a matter of fact the department 


has all it can do to keep the overseas 
and active mititia units supplied, As 
to the money grant, no appropriation 


has been made for such purpose, and 
the matter must wait over for the 
present. It should be, however, men- 


tioned that these reserve units were 
authorized expressly upon the under- 
standing that their establishment was 
not to entail expense upon the de- 
partment at the present time.”

Notwithstanding Unfavorablo Weather Farmers and Townspeople 
Turned Out. Well—Prosperity of District Demonstration of 
Value of Mixed Farming—Agricultural Community 

~ Not Solely Dependent on Grain

Though handicapped by heavy rains 
on the first day, there were more and 
better exhibits than in former years 
at the eighth annual fair of the Cam- 
rose Agricultural Society held on Fri- 
day and Saturday, The judging was 
to have been done on Friday, but ow- 
ing to the heavy rainstorm that was 
found to be impossible. The poultry 
exhibits had to be moved down town 
to the curling rink, and the rest of the 
live stock which overcrowded the 
stables, were placed in any shelter 
possible. The race track was 80 
muddy on Saturday that the sports 
program had to be postponed till the 
ufternoon of Tuesday, Aug. 22nd, 

But Camrose can rise above dilfl- 
culties and, Saturday being a fine day, 
with only one slight shower in the 
afternoon, the exhibition was a re- 
markable success under the circum. 
stances, There was a good attend- 
ance of townspeople and farmers, The 
exhibitors were largely local, but sev- 
eral of the prominent stockmen of Al- 
berta were there with their pure bred 
animals, 

Prosperous by Mixed Farming 

The farmers round about Camrose 
are prosperous and successful. Lia- 
bilities are liquidated and many have 
substantial savings. Weather condi- 
tions have no serious effect on their 
crop prospects for the men engaged in 
mixed farming have’ several depart- 
ments at their command and never 
yet have all departments failed, A 
temporary loss in one department is 
more than overbalanced by the gain 
in another. This year through a 
strange freak of nature some of the 
grain fields in low spots, but by no 
measure not all of the grain of Cam- 
rose district, was visited by an early 
frost. There is still much good un- 
damaged grain in the district and the 
story of a farmer who owned a dam- 
aged 60-acre field is typical of how 
these mixed farmers win even against 
such a handicap. 

Although the field was damaged 
slightly by frost the farmer still 
smiles, He has a lot of pigs and will 
feed the frozen grain, the pigs will 
manufacture it into pork from the 
sale of which he will receive enough 
profit to more than balance the loss 
of interest on the money he would 
have received by selling the unfrozen 
grain. 

Grain, cattle, horses, swine, sheep, 
wool, poultry and dairy and garden 
products are among the resources of 
the district. 


Mainstay of Town 


The agricultural community round 
aboul is the foundation of the bus- 
iness of Camrose town with its inter- 
sucting railways radiating in seven 
directions, its group of five busy 
wholesale houses and its three eleva- 
tors. The elevator men are not very 
busy for even at wartime prices the 
farmers feed much of the grain. The 
men engaged in the dairy trade are 
busy from the producer to the manu- 
facturer and wholesale merchant. The 
banks report an increase in savings 
and a decrease in loans, for the bor- 
rowers are becoming depositors. Pro- 
perty interests are secure, and it is 
stated that rents and property values 
have not decreased since 1913, and 
the finances of the municipality are 
not suffering. Taxes are not much in 
arrears, The town has water, light 
and sewers with a considerable mile- 
age of sidewalks and graded streets. 
Adequate educational facilities have 
helped to increase the attractiveness 
of Camrose as a residential town and 
thereby keep up rents and property 
values. The excellent public and high 
schools are supplemented by the pro-
